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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Silverbrook does not 
determine if the mechanical module is in a static condition or dynamic condition when the power supply device supplies the drive power. 
Silverbrook states that "When the actuator arm 28 and, hence, the paddle 27 are in the quiescent position, as shown in figs. 1 and 7, no 
contact is made between the moving and fixed contact elements 37 and 39 (column 4, lines 41-45). "At the other extreme, when excess 
movement of the actuator arm and the paddle occurs, as indicated in figs. 8 and 9, contact is made between the moving and fixed contact 
elements 37 and 39" (column 4, lines 45-48). Since the movement of the arm is detected by the contact elements, Silverbrook determines if 
the mechanical module is in a static condition or a dynamic condition. Further, since the microprocessor interprets the results of the contact 
elements, and microprocessors have memories, the result is temporarily stored in a storage medium. 
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
